monftrous euil be againft al laws of God,and godly

But now fith that the the light from darkenes is 
diftinguiftiQd by theglorjous miniftrieol (aluations 
GofpclLand thatRomcs Idolatrous whoreduine,te' 
madeknowne vnto the wotld. Oh thatany Prince 
fliould defire to contaminate his foule with her vn- 
cleanncfle, or endure to reft himfclfe in the ferpen- 
tike bofbme of fuch daungeroqs wickedncs. But 
Rome thy pacht vp Iro n legs are brokcn,and like a 
haulting cripple,thou ftandeft reeling in thy weak-
